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Ben-Gurion Returns to Power, 
Free to Pursue Peace, Unity 


TEL AVIV (JP)—David Ben-Gurion, restored to the cockpit of Israel’s government following 
his Mapai pafty’s victory in Tuesday’s election, was free this week to pursue his offer to meet 
Premier Gamal Abdel Nasser “br any Egyptain statesman” in a conference to bring peace to 


the troubled Near East. 


Mapai emerged from the election with a plurality of the 120 Knesset seats and the possibility 


that it might once again form a 
coalition with the General Zion- 
ists was strong. However, if 
hard feelings between the two 
parties over the Kastner case 
and other causes of friction 
prevent this, a possible all-labor 
party coalition might emerge by 
the time the Knesset convenes 
again Aug. 2. 

Ben-Gurion, who headed Is- 
rael’s government for five years, 
prior to his “retirement” in 
1953, was sure to be called upon 
to form a new cabinet. 

THE 69-YEAR-OLD elder 
statesman has already outlined 
his program and policy in a 
number of speeches and press 
conferences during -the electoral 
campaign. 

He made his offer to meet 
with the Egyptian leaders in an 
interview Tuesday. 

“Would you care to meet any 
Arab leaders personally? If 
so, whom, and why your choice?” 
he was asked. He replied: 

“If there is any Egyptian 
statesman who is ready to meet 
with me in order to consider 
ways and means of improving 
relations between Israel and the 
Arab states, I, on my part,’ shall 
be ready to meet with him at 
any time or place. 

“This, of course, does not 
mean that I would not be ready 
also to meet with an Arab 
statesman from any other Arab 
country, but I assume that only 
Egypt, as the largest of the 
Arab states, could possibly in- 
itiate such talks.” 

IN A PRE-ELECTION appeal, 
Ben-Gurion asked for the re- 
claiming of the desert lands of 
Israel, and the welding into one 
people of the “tribes” from West 
and East that now make up the; 
nation as the two chief needs of 
Israel in the next several years. 

He said he believed that this 
could not be carried out. with- 
out an effective democratic sys- 
tem based on the direct link be- 
tween the voter and his elected 
representative, and a system of 
administration that ensured a 
Stable government supported by 
the majority of the people. 

Ben-Gurion said that in his 
two years* as a citizen of the 
Negev he had been able to see, 
4s never before when he was in 
Office, the dangers that beset Is- 
rael from inside, and form a 
greater threat than. even the 
enemies without.

Ban on Shechita 


Pushed in England 
LONDON (WNS)—A warning 
that a renewed and more vig- 
orous. attempt to ban shechita, 
Jewish ritual slaughter, is under 
way in Britain now and that 
British Jewry will have to wage 
a vigorous and united battle 
against such an attempt was is- 
sued this week by Elsley Zeit- 
lyn, chairman of the shechita 
committee of the Board of Dep- 
uties of British Jews at a meet- 
ing of the board. 

Zeitlyn revealed that the Roy- 
al Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals had joined 
the campaign, which supports 
the introduction of the Crouch 
anti-shechita bill.

When the Russians came, and 
started making trouble for re- 
ligious leaders, Rabbi Behar or- 
ganized a volunteer battalion, 
composed of rabbis, Russian 
Orthodox priests, and Roman 
Catholic fathers, and_ volun- 
teered to help the Red army. For 
his service, he received five 
medals and other decorations and 
the rank of brigadier. 


Behar came to Israel soon oe 


after the state was born. He 
wears a curly black beard, like 
the Orthodox rabbis, but believes 
that Israel is steadily going 
away from religion and that the 
only way to bring the country’s’ 
youth back to God is to modern- 
ize Judaism. 

THE FIRST THING to do, 
says Rabbi Behar, is to introduce 
female rabbis together with male 
rabbis.

HAIFA — For thousands of 
boys and girls who are now en- 
joying the summer vacation in 
Israel, the school bells will not 
ring again this fall.

Community and _ educational 
leaders, as well as government 
authorities, do not take this 
situation lightly. Every effort 
is being made to extend at least 
a partial high school education 
to all, but in the country’s pres- 
ent situation—lack of teachers 
and lack of funds and lack of 
school building facilities, prog- 
ress is necessarily slow. 

It ig true that about 50 per 
cent of the graduates of gram- 
mar school at least enter high 
-school—last year the figure was 
over 6,000—but more than half 
of these drop out before the 
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ALPERT 
four years are up. There are 
two reasons for this high drop- 
out rate.

ONE, OF COURSE, 
nomic. Tuition fees at 
school run to around a month’s 
pay for an average middle-class 
wage-earner. One-twelfth of an 
annual salary is a good deal to 
spend on high school, and if 
there are two or even three chil- 
dren in the family, the burden 
becomes impossible. For fam- 
ilies in the lower income brack- 
ets, the tuition is out of the 
question — and remember that 
tens of thousands of families in 
Israel are ‘still living marginal 
economic existences. Scholar- 
ships are made available from 
both municipal and _ national 
Ministry of Education funds, but 
these are, of course, limited. 
This past year there were 3,730 
scholarships, covering an aver- 
age of about one-half of the 
cost of tuition. These went to 
the most talented students, or 
those with the best scholastic 
promise or performance. 

However, there is a second 
reason for the weeding out 
process which has nothing to do 
with finances, beeause the sons 
and daughters of the wealthiest 
families are often among the 
victims. This cause is to be 
found in the extraordinarily high 
standards which have been set 
for most of the general high 
schools. These standards are 
continental, rather than Amer- 
ican, and they are set at the pitch 
of the best students, not the 
average or medium _ student.

IT IS LITTLE wonder that 
the high school diploma, known 
here as the matriculation certi- 
ficate, is regarded as a precious 
document, not to be gained by 
everyone. These high standards 
have come in for considerable 
criticism, and many circles in 
Israel are today campaigning, if 
not for a relaxation of the 
academic program, at least for 
the setting up of high schools 
geared to the medium boy or 
girl who is not necessarily going 
to college. 

Still another cause for con- 
cern in Israel is the need to send 
more children to vocational 
schools. Compared with the per- 
centage of Jewish children in 
the United States who receive 
a trade or vocational training, 
the figures here may sound 
enormous, but in Israel we are 
dealing not with a narrow seg- 
ment of the population—the Jew- 
ish segment — but with the 
whole span of the normal econ- 
omy of a normal country. 

* * o* 

IT IS GRATIFYING to note 
that thousands are studying to 
be electricians and nurses, kin- 
dergarten teachers and lathe op- 
erators, seamstresses and auto 
mechanics, cooks and printers— 
but these are far from meeting 
the rapidly expanding needs of 
the country. There is also an 
insatiable demand for young 
people who have received at 
least the benefit of high school 
level training in agriculture. 

And what happens to those 
thousands who do not enter or 
have dropped out of high school? 
The army solves that problem 
for them at the age of 18, but 
what of the intervening four 
years? Many of them enter the 
junior labor market, and queue 
up for jobs at the junior labor 
exchange. Some help dad at his 
business or job. Some _ help 
mother raise the other nine chil- 
dren. Some find opportunities 
for apprentice training in small 
workshops. And since there is 
a silver lining to be found in 
every cloud, many of _ these 
young people, tiring of the empti- 
ness and monotony of their city 
lives, join farm _ settlements. 
Large groups of native-born Is- 
raeli city youth have in the last 
few years been abandoning ur- 
ban living for the rural and bor- 
der settlements. These are the 
new chalutzim of the day, who 
are making a major contribu- 
tion to both the economy and 
the security of the nation.

I 
really ought to go on with the 
discussion of the Canaanites and 
tell you about my friend Adolphe 
Gourevitch, a strictly non-sabra

“Such a concept introduced by 
any party into the Israel body 
politic in order to gain political 
power would surely be resented 
by Zionists everywhere.” 

NOW IT IS HIGH TIME for 
Epstein and his associates to 
realize that “Zionists every- 
where”—speaking of large num- 
bers, of course, or else I misun- 
derstood Epstein—will not get 
excited over everything that Ep- 
stein and his associates try to 
get them excited.

A couple of sentences were 
left off of a recent column, 
which gives me a chance to go 
a bit further into the subject. 
I was writing about the fact 
that here in America was the 
jJast stand, perhaps, for working 
out a middle course for Judaism, 
that in Israel there is but the 
choice of Orthodoxy or nothing. 
And I added, bleakly, that there 
appeared to be doubts about 
even this possibility when one 
reads in a sociological study, 
“Conservative Judaism” (by 
Marshall Sklare), that among 
those interviewed by him, prac- 
tically none of the Conservative 
laymen and women had any idea 
what Conservative Judaism stood 
for except that it represented a 
“happy medium” to them, not 
too far to either side. 
THE CONCLUDING sentences, 
which were omitted, were that 
to those who were being inter- 
viewed, the “happy medium” in 
Jewish practice usually referred 
to the kitchen and the extent to 
which kashrut was being ob- 
served in the home. 
Author Sklare’s cross section 
of Conservative Jews obviously 
appears to be blissfully unaware 
that not the first ruling has 
been made by Conservative lead- 


Conservative group to ease up 
on any of the traditional ied 
tices in the kitchen: 

Not the first ruling. 

Accordingly, Conservative 
Jews have no more right, of- 
ficially, to veer from the pattern 
set by their forefathers in the 
kitchen than’ their Orthodox 
brethren. Be that as it may, 
this lack of information has not 
prevented the masses from going 
about their business of achiev- 
ing a “happy medium” in Jew- 
ish practice, particularly in the 
kitchen, as they interpret that 
idea.

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_JEW WHO WROTE MOZART'S LIBRETTOS 
LIES BURIED IN NEW YORK CEMETERY 


By JOSEPH GALE 


One ordinarily would not imagine that a Jew played a prominent role in the life of Wolfgang 


Amadeus Mozart, but one in fact did. He was Lorenzo Da Ponte, born Mar. 10, 1749, in Ceneda, 


Italy, and dead in his 90th year 


on Aug. 17, 1838, in New York. 


Da Ponte was born a Jew, became converted to Catholicism at 14, and married a Protestant. 
His coffin, and the New York cemetery in which it was buried in E. 11th St., between what is now 


Ave. A and ist Ave., have van- 
ished almost the same way Moz- 
art’s body disappeared after his 
burial in December, 1791, in a 
Viennese graveyard.

WHEN DA PONTE was 14, 
his father Geremia Conegliano, 
a leather dresser by trade, had 
himself and his three sons bap- 
tized when he decided to take a 
Catholic woman as his second 
wife. Geremia, now Gasparo, 
assumed the surname of the 
bishop who administered the 
sacrament, and his sons  Em- 





came, respectively, Lorenza, Gi- 
rolamo and Luigi. 

Lorenzo in life turned out to 
be a poet, priest and philanderer, 
although not at one time. 
was known chiefly in his’ Eu- 
ropean period as a philanderer 
and apprentice in intrigue, and 
the church’s occupation with 
him was to try and forget he had 
been ordained a priest. But pos- 
terity knows Da Ponte as the 
librettist of Mozart’s three great- 
est operas, “Marriage of Figaro” 
in 1786, “Don Giovanni” in 1787, 
and “Cosi Fan Tutte” in 1790.

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ALAS, POOR STEPCHILD 


The Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds is faced with a deci- 
sion the necessity for which it doesn’t 
even know exists. 

Throughout our Jewish communities, 
Jewish culture is a stepchild, except on 
a congregational level. 

Jewish fund-raising is a major proj- 
ect of every Jewish community. Jewish 
welfare services are undertaken in every 
city where there is even a handful of 
Jews. 

But Jewish culture is left to fend for 
itself. ' 

And yet the major emphasis of the 
Jewish community of the future must 
and will be Jewish culture. 

There may be a time in the future, 
and most certainly we all wish for it de- 
voutly, when the synagogue or the Jew- 
ish community center will be the cul- 
tural nucleus of the Jewish community. 

But today with so many unaffiliated, 
and especially in our large Jewish com- 
munities, there is no agency interested 
in this all-important work. 


AN ELEMENT: 


It would be unfair to leave the im- 
pression that the Tercentenary Celebra- 
tion was a complete failure. 

In many communities, the Tercen- 
tenary affairs were full successes, and 
achieved recognition not alone from the 
non-Jewish community, but what is more 
important, the understanding and feel- 
ing within the Jewish community of the 
strong roots Jews have struck in the U.S. 

That from a national standpoint, the 
Tercentenary did not have the impact, 
it was hoped it would have, is certain. 
But these things must always be weighed 
from the standpoint of what was sought 
and what it was possible to achieve. 

If we could celebrate the Tercenten- 
ary all over again, all of us, and most 
particularly the committee that arranged 
the celebration, could have planned and 
conducted it more effectively. 


The lone agency set up on a com. 
munity-wide basis, the welfare fund, the 
federation or the community council, ex. 
cept in rare instances, ignores Jewish 
culture with a fervor that indicates 
either a bias or a blind spot. : 

The federation undertook to sponsor 
the Tercentenary observances in many 
cities. 

Where these observances were fail- 
ures, it might be said that the reason 
was the inexperience of the federation in 
this field. Where the observance was a 
success, it is easily observable that it was 
because the community as a _ whol 
through its delegated agency—the fed- 
eration—got behind it. 

Fund raising can, not for too long, 
be the sole raison d’etre for our Jewish 
communal bodies. 

If these bodies wish to do the job 
that needs to be done at present—they 
will enter the field of Jewish culture, 
perhaps not as a functional agency, but 
certainly as an over-all planning and de- 
veloping body. 


OF SUCCESS 


This doesn’t mean, however, just as 
large crowds can never be a complete 
criterion, that the Tercentenary would 
have had any more permanent effect on 
the Jewish or the general communities. 

The Tercentenary Committee could 
do no more than the Jewish community 
would allow it to do. You can’t blame 
the Tercentenary Committee if the Jews 
of Indianapolis or the Jews of Chicago 
failed to attend their city-wide affairs 
in numbers. The fault in the last analy- 
sis lies with the Jews of the communities, 
just as much as it lies with any failure 
of national Jewish leadership. 

This means, in other words, that for 
some reason the Jewish community of 
the United States was not ready for a 
tercentenary celebration. Time cannot: 
always be measured accurately in terms 
of hours, days and years.

U. S.-CANADIAN ISRAEL CITY. 
SEEN BIG BOOST TO ALIYA 


@ Editor, JEWISH POST: 

The problem of aliya has con- 
fronted various Zionist organi- 
zations ever since the State’s in- 
ception. It is a natural one due 
to the almost miraculous emer- 
gence of the State of Israel. 
However, now that some time has 
passed since that glorious event, 
the fair question can be asked: 
Will Zionists settle in Israel? 
Furthermore, will other Amer- 
ican Jews settle in Israel? 

There is no doubt that there 
are American and Canadian Zi- 
onists and other Jews who would 
like to settle in Israel but are 
wary of that uncertain venture. 
After all, there is a big chance 
between the U. S.-Canada and Is- 
rael. The big difference now 
that economic conditions in Is- 


rael are fairly stable is the 
social atmosphere. This is prob- 
ably the most singularly distress- 
ing fact which makes_ these 
aliya-minded Jews hesitate in 
fulfilling their desires. 

There is only one correct way 
in making the social atmosphere 
in Israel conducive to these 
aliya-minded Canadian and Amer- 
ican Jews. That is the establish- 
ment of an American-Canadian 
Jewish town in Israel. This town 
should be situated on the Medi- 
terranean and should have a 
population of at least 10,000, con- 
sisting mostly of young men and 
women. This venture should be 
promoted and supported by the 
various Zionist organizations in 
co-operation with each other.

Professor Again 
Attacks Scrolls 


As Falsification 


PHILADELPHIA — The Dead 
Sea scrolls are a hoax and a 
“falsification of history,” Pro- 
fessor Solomon Zeitlin of Drop- 
sie college and editor of the 
Jewish Quarterly Review, re- 
peats in a series of articles on 
“The Propaganda of the Hebrew 
Scrolls” (JP, May 11, 51). 

In his clash with noted arche- 
ologists, Professor Zeitlin says 
that “in examining the scroll 
one should not seek to judge its 
age by seeking parallels to it. 
Parallels may be found in any 
ancient writings Regardless of 
when the author lived. he read 
books, and because he was a 
Jew he was familiar with the 
Bible and other writings .. .” 

He suggests that “priests... 
should not go near the slain, so 
as not to defile the oil used in 
the anointment . .*.” is not valid 
for 
wealth,” because priests were 
not. anointed with oil at that 
time. He also claims that paren- 
theses were unknown at that 
time and that three distorted 
words enclosed in parentheses 
indicate later-period writing. 
Connecting lines, not‘ used till 
after accent marks were added 
to Biblical writings, lead to the 
same thought, he says.
